DETAILED DESCRIPTION AND CULTURAL INSTRUCTIONS 


The Bird of Paradise plant (Strelitzia Reginae) belongs to the prosaic African banana family of herbs. It was named for Charlotte, 
Princess of Mecklenburg-Strelitz, who was queen to George III of Great Britain. 


It is very different from the regular garden subject. This gorgeous flower with its unusual combination of red, yellow, blue and 
orange is a favorite of flower lovers everywhere. They last from two to three weeks after cutting by changing the water every two 
or three days. This beautiful exotic tropical plant is easy to grow and requires very little care and attention. It is sun-loving, but 
will thrive very well in part shade, and prefers a fairly rich, well drained sandy loam soil. Deep planting should be avoided. The 
juncture of the roots should be about level with the soil surface. 


Once a year fertilize with a top dressing of well rotted manure or a small amount of a well balanced plant food. The amount given 
will depend upon the size of the plant. Water moderately at all times, however, do not let the soil become soggy. 


It can be grown outdoors in mild and tropical climates. In cold climates the plant may be grown in a pot or tub, setting the plant 
outdoors in mild weather and bringing it indoors during the cold season. 


At maturity these plants may bear from 25 to 50 flowers at one time.

DETAILED DESCRIPTIO.4 AND CULTURAL INSTRUCTIONS 


The Anthurium is a member of the Arum family, originating in Central America, and is unquestionably the world’s most exotic 
tropical flower. The flowers last to perfection for a long time and if not cut, the plants are perpetually in bloom. As one 
flower fades another takes its place, so they are always ‘‘in season’’. When cut, the flowers last from four to six weeks and 
they are therefore fast becoming America’s least expensive fresh flower. 


Anthuriums come in the most breathtaking variety of shades such as red, pink, coral, orange, white, salmon, scarlet and vari- 
gated. A healthy plant, at maturity, generally produces from 8 to 10 flowers each year. 


Anthuriums grow best in a high humidity (75%-80%) and also a fairly high temperature 80° average in daytime and no cooler 
than 65° at night, however, they tolerate a range of 45° - 100°. They prefer shade, the smaller plants only need about 25% 
sunlight. All plants need protection from both wind and direct sunshine and ventilation should be held down to a minimum. For 
best results a mixture of woodshavings and peat moss should be used. Almost any good commercial fertilizer can be used. 
Frequent weak applications will greatly benefit the plants if applied every 2 or 3 weeks, They require good drainage. The 
plants are remarkably free from insects and diseases. 


Anthuriums are propagated from seeds and suckers. Seeds form on the older flowers and may be planted in spaghnum moss and 
grown in the same manner as mature plants. Suckers are removed close to the stem and grown likewise,

WONDER RESURRECTION PLANTS - Rose of Jericho - (Salaginella Lapidophylla) 


Magic Resurrection plants never die - they last forever. The Resurrection plant is a form of cacti, originating in North Africa along 
the Nile River, but now successfully grown in this country in close proximity to the Rio Grande River. It has the phenominal chara- 
cteristics that by placing it in water it emerges into a very beautiful deep green fern, from what appears to be a seemingly lifeless 
plant, When hot water is used, it unfolds in 10 minutes and if cold water is used it will unfold in about 3 hours. If placed in a dry 
warm place for 24 hours, it closes itself again and appears to be lifeless, but it may be resurrected again by placing it in water. 
This can be repeated indefinitely. It will also grow very satisfactory if planted in earth or in a pot, and if kept moist will grow and 
remain in its green state. 


CALIFORNIA REDWOOD BURLS 


These burls are cut fresh daily from the famous Giant California Redwoods. Soak entire burl in a bucket of water for two hours when 
first received, then place it in a shallow bowl of water and watch the beautiful fern-like shoots begin to grow. They will burst forth 
with odd and artistic arrangements of Redwood sprigs. Every Redwood Burl will offer a different floral display as there are no two 
Burls exactly alike, some are tall, some flat, oblong, castle shaped, etc. Dozens of unique arrangements may be made by connect- 
ing two or more with tiny bridges, placing miniature animals, birds, or other figures among the shoots. They are very attractive for 
centerpieces. 


Treat them as you would any house plant and do not allow your Burl to be placed near heat or to freeze. Never allow your Burl to 
become dry, change water often when chemically treated city water is used and scrub bottom of Burl with a brush. If fronds become 
droopy add a spoonful of sugar to water. 


Best results are obtained by placing them in a shaded spot. Occasionally a Burl will take root in the bowl, if this happens it may 
be planted outdoors, 


TROPICAL HAWAIIAN TI PLANT (Cordyline Terminalis) 


The stem cutting cane of the Ti plant is a miniature of the stately Ti plant whose palm-like glossy leaves are used to make the 
authentic Hawaiian hula skirt, and used extensively in flower arrangements. Follow the easy growing instructions and you will 
have an ideal house plant of lush green tropical glamour all year round. 


The plant will thrive equally well in water or soil and will grow either standing upright or on its side. Once placed in position it 
should not be changed. If planted in water, add enough pebbles or stones to hold the plant firmly. Cover one inch of the base of 

the plant with water in the standing position, or 4 inch of the plant if placed on its side. Change water once a week and once a 

month add a pinch of any commercial all-purpose fertilizer to the fresh water and let it stand for a week. Follow the same direc- 
tions for soil planting. The Ti plant is a tropical plant, the warmer the temperature and the sunnier the room, the more beautiful 
the plant will grow. 


TROPICAL HAWAIIAN FERNWOOD PLANT (Cibotium Chamissoi) 


The Fernwood plant originates from the deep tropical forest lands of Kilauea in Hawaii, near the fiery home of Pele, the goddess 
of the volcano. These graceful plants grow and are a part of the famous lush Fernwood Forest. Follow the easy growing instruc- 


tions and the Fernwood plant will bring tropical splendor plus the enjoyment and thrill of watching the exotic fern fronds unfurl. 


Important: Unpack Fern bottom of the bag so as not to hurt growing sections. Soak for 10 to 12 hours in lukewarm water before 
planting. 


The Fernwood plant will grow equally well in water or soil. If planted in soil, use loam soil. Keep fern wet but not saturated. 
Avoid standing water where soil is used. Fertilize only once a month by sprinkling a pinch of any all-purpose fertilizer, but do 
not touch base of plant. If planted in water, add a few pebbles or stones to support the Fernwood so it will stand erect. Add 
enough water to cover 1/4 of plant bottom and add water as needed to maintain the 1/4 level. The Fernwood is a tropical plant 
and will grow more beautiful in a sunny place - they love warmth and sunlight.
